The toe
hold is not scientific, and It causes a

wrestler to give up the fall because of
excruciating pain. Tf the wrestler
stands the pain ho runs the risk of
having bones In his toe or foot broken.
The elimination of the toe hold would

mean that the wrestling bouts will go
longer between falls, and thus give
the patrons more of the sport for their
money, and likewise bring out the sci¬
entific ability and endurance of each
wrestler.
